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ADMINISTRATIVE 


The  Agricultural  Stabilization  and  Conservation 
Service,  an  agency  of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture,  administers  various  programs  by 
means  of  farmer  committees  in  the  broad  fields  of 
production  adjustment,  soil,  water,  and  forest  con- 
servation assistance,  and  price  and  market  stabili- 
zation. 

The  State  ASC  Committee,  comprised  of  five  far- 
mer. members,  is  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture. The  State  Committee  makes  policy  determi- 
nations at  the  State  level  and  appoints  a State  Ex- 
ecutive Director,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  day  to  day 
operations.  Each  year  Franklin  County  farmers  elect 
three  farmers  to  serve  as  community  committeemen  in 
each  of  the  ten  ASC  Communities  in  the  county.  The 
community  committee  elects  three  farmers  to  serve 
on  the  county  committee.  The  county'  committee  de- 
termines AS CS  policy  in  the  county.  They  appoint 
a County  Executive  Director  to  carry  out  the  day  to 
day  operations.  Counties  in  the  state  are  divided 
into  nine  administrative  districts.  A District  Di- 
rector supervises  county  office  operations  in  each 
of  these  districts.

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1979  AGRICULTURAL  CONSERVATION  PROGRAM 


The  1979  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  pro- 
vided cost-sharing  for  practices  which  resulted  in 
maximum  conservation  benefits.  Conservation  meas- 
ures also  enhance  the  quality  of  the  environment  in 
rural  areas,  control  agricultural  related  pollutioh, 
preserve  and  restore  our  natural  wildlife  popula- 
tion, Annual  and  long  term  agreements  help  solve 
current  as  well  as  long  range  conservation  problems , 
Special  emphasis  are  placed  on  forestry  practices 
through  ACP  cost-sharing  and  the  Forestry  Incentive 
Program,

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FORESTRY  INCENTIVE  PROGRAM 

The  Forestry  Incentive  Program  is  administered 
through  the  combined  efforts  of  the  N,  C,  Forest 
Service  and  ASCS.  The  N,  C*  Forest  Service  is  re- 
sponsible for  technical  phases  and  ASCS  offers  cost- 
sharing assistance  at  60%  of  the  cost  not  to  exceed 
$10,000  per  person,  1979  participation  is  as  fol- 
lows :

FEED  GRAIN  AND  WHEAT  PROGRAM 


The  1977  Food  & Agricultural  Act  discarded 
base  acreage  allotments  and  substituted  a Normal 
Crop  Acreage  concept.  The  crops  which  constitute 
normal  crop  acreage  in  Franklin  County  are  barley, 
corn,  grain  sorghum,  wheat,  cotton,  oats,  rye,  soy- 
beans and  sweet  potatoes.  The  first  established  NCA 
was  based  on  the  1977  plantings  of- these  crops. 

The  1977  Act  protects  farmer’s  income  through 
commodity- loans,  target  prices,  land  diversion  and 
disaster  payments  when  necessary.  Target  prices  for 
1979  crops  x^ere: 


Corn  — - — — - $2,20  per  bu. 

Grain  Sorghum  — - — $2,34  per  bu. 

Barley  — -r^ — , — — — $2,40  per  bu.

The  1979  set-aside  program  provided  that  the 
total  acres  of  NCA  crops  plus  acres  setraside  (20% 
of  wheat  and  -barley  planted*  10%  of  corn  and  grain 
sorghum  planted  and  any  additional  diversion}  could 
not  exceed  the  farms  NCA,  The  producer  was  provid*- 
ed  flexibility  in  planting  those  crops  most  in  der* 
mand  at  the  market  place  or  crops  he  could  grow 
best. 

Participation  in  either  the  feed  grain  or  wheat 
program  was  voluntary.  Following  are  summaries  of

TOBACCO 


Flue-cured  tobacco  is  the  number  one  cash  crop 
in  Franklin  County,  The  acreage  poundage  program 
has  been  in  effect  since  1965,  Each  year  the  Sec<~ 
retary  makes  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  tobacco 
that  will  be  utilized  and  exported  during  the  ; year 
and  adjusts  quotas  upward  or  downward  by  the  amount 
needed  to  bring  production  in  balance  with  demand. 
Under  this  program,  if  the  marketings  from  a farm 
are  less  than  the  poundage  quota  for  the  farm,  the 
difference  is  added  to  the  farm's  quota  (both  acres 
and  pounds)  for  the  following  year. 

Price  support  was  carried  out  through  loans 
made  available  by  Flue-cured  Tobacco  Stabilization 
Corporation.  The  acreage  loan  level  for  the  1979 
crop  of  flue-cured  tobacco  was  $1,29  per  pound.

4 LEAF  TOBACCO  PROGRAM 


As  a result  of  a big  buildup  and  poor  demand  of 
P and  N grades  of  tobacco  in  F,  C,  Stabilizations 
inventory  the  "4  Leaf  Program"  went,  into  effect.  The 
purpose  of  this  program  was  to  encourage  farmers  to 
leave  their  bottom  primings  in  the  field.  Partici- 
pating farmers  could  plant  up  to  110%  of  the  farm’s 
effective  - tobacco  allotment  .and  still  be  eligible 
for  price  support  provided  the  four  bottom  leaves 
were  not  harvested.

TOBACCO  LEASE  AND  TRANSFER  PROGRAM 


The  lease  and  transfer  of  tobacco  poundage  wi thr- 
ift the  county  continued  in  effect  for  1979  and  the 
growers  were  permitted  to  transfer  poundage  by  lease 
through  November  30th, 
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TOBACCO  WAREHOUSE  DESIGNATION  PROGRAM 


The  Tobacco  Warehouse  Designation  Program  began 
in  1974  and  has  continued  in  effect  since  that  time 
To  be  eligible  for  price  support  farmers  must  visit 
the  County  ASCS  Office  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the 
marketing  season  and  select  a warehouse  at  which 
-hey  agree  to  market  their  crop*  Those  who  failed 
to  designate  during  the  initial  period  are  permit*- 
ted  to  designate  during  the  monthly  redesignation 
periods  when  farmers  are  allowed  to  change  ware- 
houses. 

The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to  allow  more 
orderly  marketing  and  reduce  congestion  at  ware- 
houses, A big  majority  of  the  farmers  participated 
tin  the  program* 

A total  of  1619  designation  forms  were  prepared 
during  the  1979  marketing  season*

The  planted  acreages  of 
crops  and  o then,  land  uses  were  reported  by  the  farm 
operators.  Farms  .were  selected  at  random  and  spot- 
checked  to  determine  the  accuracy  of.  the  reports. 
Aerial  observation. vas- used  to  determine  and  verify 
all  tobacco -farms  and  34  NCA  farms.  The  number  of  re- 
ports received  and  farm  visits  made  by  commodity  is 
as  follows:

FARM  STORAGE  FACILITY  LOAN  PROGRAM 


The  purpose  of  the  Farm  Storage  & Facility  Loan 
Program  is  to  enable  producers  to  obtain  loans  on 
grain  bins  and.  drying  equipment*  Loans  may  be  made 
to  cover  85%  of  the  purchase  and  erection  costs. 
Loans  are  for  a 8 year  period  with  7 equal  annual 
repayments.  Interest  rates  of  7.0  and  10.5  were  ap- 


plicable in  1979.
